Local utilities Gaining in 
Effort to Serve New Customers 


Population gains in the desert region 


surrounding Palm Springs have been so 


rapid that the various public utilities 


have been hard put to keep pace with 


steadily increasing demands for service. 
Percentage-wise, the rate of new con­ 
nections for gas, water, electricity and 
telephone customers has been the high­ 
est in this section for any comparable 
locality in the State. This has been the 
for several years and far from 
showing any sign of leveling off, on the 
contrary is still rising in all categories. 
On the whole, the several utilities 
have responded quite successfully in 
meeting the mounting requirements and 
although some delays and inconveni­ 
ences have been inevitable, most have 
been fulfilled as soon and satisfactori­ 
ly as could reasonably be expected. 
Hardest pressed has been the tele­ 
phone company which has a more com­ 
plicated situation than most due to the 
multiplicity of problems and time re­ 
quirements involved in extensions and 
supplying additional service. 
There are a number of basic peculi­ 
arities to speeding up telephone instal­ 


lations which are hard to overcome. In 
the first place the telephone instrument 
itself is a delicate mechanism in short 
supply only obtainable through orders 
. placed considerably in advance. Station 
and line materials likewise are slow in 
procurement. Actual extensions are a 
careful, complicated and time-consum­ 
ing process. 
In spite of these handicaps to hur­ 
rying, steady progress is being made in 
catching up with the backlog of orders 
for new telephone service in the desert 
section and officials of the local com­ 
pany now forecast that within the next 
few months, at latest by summer's end,. 
customers can expect installations to 
be performed within the time period us­ 
ual in any growing community. 
It Is vitally important to the contin­ 
ued growth of this part of the desert 
that all utilities are readily available 
for expansion. The forecast of more 
adequate telephone service, along with 
the assurance of adequate ability of the 
companies supplying gas, water and 
electricity to keep pace with the record 
local development is most encouraging 
to both present and future customers.

The peo­ 
ple in resort areas should have 
more elbow room.” 


KRANTZ ALSO suggested that 
surveys be required for all pro­ 
posed developments, whether for 
one or more parcels. “ Every time 
a m ap is recorded the tax on the 
property goes up.” he told the su­ 
pervisors “1 know of one instance 
w here the tax was quadrupled. 
You shouldn't strangle the goose 
that 
lays the golden egg ” 
The new ordinance requires that 
nine acres or less be filed as a 
subdivision 'rather than as a Rec­ 
ord of Survey) so that it will be 
subject to the requirements for 
streets, water, etc. Even though 
a property be divided into no more 
than four lots on which neither a 
Record of Survey or subdiv ision is 
required by state law . the new or 
li nance makes application to the 
planning staff mandatory. Approv­ 
al by the planning staff is a green 
light without which it becomes 
necessary to go to the planning 
commission.

Progress Edition Brings to Mind 
Recollections of Early Palm Springs

Edition of The Desert Sun. His 
account of early day Ufe h e r e 
fololws:)

Your r e c e n t Desert Progress 
edition brought memories of t h e 
time, long ago, when I first saw 
the small Indian village of Palm 
Springs I use the term advisedly, 
ftrr at that time the Indian popula­ 
tion far exceeded the whites. 
Tt was a cold, windy 
day 
ir« 
February 
1909. 
when 
cram ped 
and chilled I. like an aged rheu­ 
matic. slowly clambered out 
of 
the stage as it stopped in front of 
the little general store that shel­ 
tered the tiny post office of Palm 
Springs 


JTST FVDFD WAS a tiresome 
Journey of three long hours behind 
s ‘earn of Indian ponies that had 
g -rr.ed in their collars through 
r rHles <f driving sand, from the 
Southern Pacific depot which, if 
not the same one. 
was 
at 
the 
same place where the present one 
is located. 
As I looked around at the fer. 
rough shacks 
scattered 
in t h e 
sagebrush. I would not have giv­ 
en a plugged nickle for the pos­ 
sibility of Palm Springs ever be­ 
coming a thriving metropolis. Nor 
was there, outside of the t i n y 
settlement, another building of any 
kind for 20 miles in any direction. 
Automobiles w ere in use e 1 s e- 
where at the moment, of course, 
but I do not rem ember seeing one 
in Palm Springs. 


MY HOME WAS IN 
Los 
An­ 
geles. and I had come to t h i s 
unpromising place to spend a few 
day's with relatives — Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Joseph M erritt and their 30- 
year-old son. Louis. 
The 
family 
had come to Palm Springs a cou­ 
ple of years before, hoping t h e 
clean desert air would be of bene­ 
fit to Lows’ ailing lung*. 
I had been advised by letter to 
look westward after getting off the 
stage, “and you will see our camp 
at the foot of the mountain." Fol­ 
lowing this instruction I had no 
difficulty seeing 
three 
weather­ 
beaten tents a little way off. about 
ten steps and a couple of jumps, 
I ’d judge, beyond present - day 
Bullock s magnificent store. 


N O D E S E R T WANDERER 
could ever want a more i d e a l 
place to set up camp, here at the 
aide of roistering Tahquitz creek, 
brim full of clear cold water, too 
awi/t to wade, and too broad to 
jum p. Near at hand was an abun­ 
dant supply of seasoned mesquite 
for maintaining 
an extravagant, 
fragrant campfire. The 
nearest 


neighbor was half a mile away, 
R-mbling onward Tahquitz creek 
went to the nearby Indian lands 
where it had irrigated rom. m el­ 
lón. and bean patches for ages. 
On its way. Indians and whites 
alike dipped into it for household 
needs 


SHORTLY 
AFTER 
I reached 
the M erritt’s pleasant camp, Carl 
Eytsl, the timid but gifted desert 
sadist of the time, came by and 
we all had supper together. Carl 
had come to tell his friends the 
uplifting news that during the day 
someone had come along and giv­ 
en him something like six or sev­ 
en dollars for one of his desert 
landscapes. 
Carl was elated, for the money 
would buy a lot of bacon a n d 
beans at 
Nellie Coffman s 
little 
store — the lady who had come 
to the desert with a sick husband, 
and was to build the noted Desert 
Inn and personally operate it for 
many years. 


AFTER CARI, HAD gone to his 
little shack 
later 
that 
evening, 
where he lived alone and painted 
his fine pictures, m y people let 
me know that much of the time 
he didn't have too much to eat. 
they thought, and for this reason, 
even tiiough they w ere not afflu­ 
ent themselves, they always had 
something to ©at for him. no m at­ 
te r when he came by. He. too. had 
come to the desert for his health. 
Carl was highly regarded by the 
Indians ol Palm Springs and Ban­ 
ning. and spent much tune with 
both tribes — the 
Cahuillas 
of 
Banning; the Agua 
Calientes of 
Palm Springs. When he died in 
B a n n i n g some years later at 
around the age of 45. the Cahuillas 
honored him as they had no other 
white man by burying him in their 
own cemetery. This kind act of 
his red brothers saved him the in­ 
dignity of going to the white m an's 
Potter's Field. 


THE MERRITT FAMILY stood 
high with the Agua Calientes of 
Palm Springs, and 
many came 
while I was there, to sit and visit 
at their cam pfire and sample the 
frijoles kept hot at the fireside. 
A year later (1910» L went to 
see the Merritt* again This time, 
howe ver. I met them at Banning, 
where they had brought Louis for 
some dental care, as I recall. Up­ 
on getting off the train at Ban­ 
ning. little did I know that the 
Merritt* and I were soon to have 
a “ringside seat.’’ so to sneak, of 
a grim western dram a of thrilling 
chase and violent death 
While H was not an episode of 
the town of Palm Springs, none 
theless the people there, red and 
white, and the whole desert reg­ 
ion thereabouts were kept in ex­ 
cited suspense for many a day

THE LEADING ROLE was play­ 
ed by a teen-age Indian by the 
name of Willie Boy. The unfor­ 
tunate youth was of the Cheme- 
huevi tribe on the Colorado river 
between Yuma and Needles. He 
had come to Banning to earn a 
little money pickmg fruit. Instead, 
the whole pattern of his existence 
was to crash to earth when his 
eyes chanced to fall upon a 14- 
vear-old beauty, daughter of Old 
Mike of the Banning tribe. 
W’ith love pangs in his heart. 
Willie Boy went to Old Mike and 
decently enough asked permission 
to m arry his pretty daughter. An 
emphatic "NO!’’ was the answer 
of the proud Cahuilla to the up­ 
start Chemehuevi. 


WILLIE BOY SILENTLY walk 
ed away but soon returned with 
k 30-30 rifle and shot Old Mike 
dead, shook the gun significantly 
at those Indians who witnessed the 
killing, then siezed the terrified 
girl by the wrist 
and fled the 
bloody scene at a speedy Indian 
“dog trot.’’ H ie strange couple 
came past the small cottage in the 
outskirts of Banning where t h e 
Merritts and I were staving, but 
none of us saw them go by. 
P u l l i n g the bewildered girl 
along. Willie Boy headed down­ 
grade towards Palm Springs. He 
had a friend there who might be 
able to provide saddle horses, or 
in some other way help him es 
cape. When 15 miles on his way. 
with 10 yet to go to reach Palm 
Springs. Willie Boy changed h i s 
course almost to the opposite di­ 
rection. and headed towards Twen- 
tynine Palm s, where a small band 
oí Indians lived, and an occasion­ 
al prospector camped. An elderly 
aunt of W’illie Bov’s lived there. 
Perhaps she ooulc help him in 
some m anner. 


IT WAS SEVERAL hours, as I 
recall, before the Banning auth­ 
orities organized a mounted posse 
and got on the trail. Smirring their 
horses, for it was late afternoon 
now. in due time as the cavalcade 
approached the Morongo foothills, 
a disheveled object was found in 
the trail. Willie Boy had struck 
again, and this time his dearly 
beloved had gone down The dusky 
maiden had been shot through the 
heart. 
She had traveled about 25 miles 
without w afer that hot s u m m e r 
day. and the fast pace had been 
two much for her: she could go no 
farther. Her hodv. still warm. In­ 
dicated that W’illie Boy was not 
far ahead. Nevertheless, night w'as 
at hand and pursuit must he post­ 
poned till the morrow, lest t h e 
trail be lost in the darkness. 


A COUPLE OF days later Willie 
Bov still afoot, 
ambushed t h e 
mounted posse and blasted a num­ 
ber of them out of their saddles. 
Some dav* later, and manv miles 
farther on. he repeated the lethal 
stratagem, to borrow a l i t t l e 
more time wfiile the dead a n d 
wounded were packed back to 
Banning and a fresh posse recruit- 


At last, starved, footsore, hope­ 
less and 
exhausted. W’illie Boy 
ended the 
sanguinary 
chase of 
more than 200 miles by using his 
deadly rifle on himself. 
Thus did Willie Bov-, the love­ 
sick Chemehuevi. dart 
across a 
page in history, and was gone. 


I DID NOT SEE Palm Springs 
again till 1924. The sandy, horse- 
lulling road from the depot had 
been paved. ’ gladly noted, as my 
car rolled along it at 50 mile6 per 
hour. I had come all 
the 
way 
from Los Angeles in little more 
than three hours. A great change 
had come over the old Indian vil­ 
lage since 1909 - 1910 
Now its 
streets were more or less clearly 
defined. Some even 
were paved 
and had names! 
Ix»ng since the 
Merritt* 
h a d 
folded their tents 
and departed. 
Carl Eytel with them, on t h e i r 
last journey. In the three years 
Louis spent In Palm Springs he 
had regained his health and pow­ 
erful physique of old. Then. alas, 
he returned to the damn sea coast, 
and that was his undoing. 
There is no use of my attem pt 
ing to 
describe 
the miraculous 
growth of Palm Springs, a story 
everyone knows. My only regret 
if that I did not forsee it. and in­ 
vest in a section or two of the 
Southern Pacific RR land that was 
scattered through the old village, 
which the SP was anxious to dis­ 
pose of at a dollar and a quarter 
per acre, with very g e n e r o u s 
term s thrown in on the deal.
